The habit of thumb or finger suck­ 
ing is very often seen. 
This habit 
:auees the lower teeth to be forced in­ 
ward and the upper teeth outward. 
Vhese results are due to the peculiar 
way the fingers rest upon the teeth 
during the apt of sucking. Unless this 
mbit is checked before thg perma­ 
nent teeth appear, jt will result in dis- 
iguring them, and speech and masti- 
mtion will be impaired. 
This habit 
may be broken in most cases by wrap- 
4ng the finger with musl^i saturated 
with some harmless preparation that 
s disagreeable to the. taste. 
IJow- 
jvpr, there are cases that sometimes 
require loose-fitting splints, etc., to 
prevent the thumb or finger from be­ 
ing placed in the mouth. 
The habit of sticking the Up also 
causes deformity of the teeth. 
The 
child, by drawing the lo^er lip into 
the mouth, exerts a pressure upon the 
teeth, which forces them inward. Then 
the space for the back teeth is greatly 
contracted, and one or more teeth 
must be «extracted in order to make 
room for all of the teeth in the arch. 
Mouth Breathing 
This habit, most commonly indulged 
In during sleep, is frequently/due to 
/¡orne nasal obstruction, such as adc- 
iokIs, etc. Ir* these cases removal of 
the obstruction is, most often neces­ 
sary.

nasal obstruction is by the use of ap­ 
ollantes to the mouth which prevent 
its beiag opened, thereby making it so 
the child readily accustoms itself to 
breathe through the nose.

They were r\ot intended for 
uch work, and if they are used for 
hat purpose it wUH soon result in 
heir destruction.

Children should not be permitted to 
frink very cold water during or right 
fter a warm meal.

uantity of ice water is drunk.

ijurious to the teeth, but also t4 the 
tomach.
